COMPTROLLER AND 5 OTHERS 
INDICTED FOR MAIL FRAUD 


F, H. Zihiman of Maryland, D. R. Crissinger 


and Officers of D. H. Smith Investment 
Security House Accused in Washington.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Rep- 
resentative Frederick H. Zihlman 
of Maryland, Daniel R. Crissinger, 
former comptroller of the cur- 
rency, and five officers of the F. 
H. Smith Co., investment security 
house, were indicted today on a 
charge of using the mails to de- 
fraud. 

Zihlman and Crissinger were 
members of the Board of Directors 
of the F. H. Smith Co., whose af- 
fairs have been under investigation 
by a grand jury for seme time. 
Several days ago, Zihlman, who is 
chairman of the Houst District of 
Columbia Committee, announced he 
had submitted his resignation as a 
member of the board. 


In addition to the indictments 


‘against the seven men,‘ an indict- 


ment was returned against the “F. 
H. Smith Co., as a corporation.” 


Zihlman told newspaper men 
that he would face the charges and 
would not ask for immunity. He 
said he was not conscious of any 
wrongdoing. 

“When I hear the charges,” he 
said, “I will be prepared to answer 
them.” 

The grand jury report said the 
F.. H. Smith Co. did “‘devise and in- 
tend to devise a scheme and arti- 
fice to defraud a great numberof 
persons residing in Pennsylvania 
and other states and in the District 
of Columbia.” 

The company, which is incorpo- 


rated under the laws of the State; 


of Delaware, recently moved its 
headquarters to New York. The 
investigation began after a number 
of properties on which it had is- 
sued securities became bankrupt.

RADIO ACT REPEAL 


Owen D. Young Admits 
Radio Corporation of 
America Offer Ftom In- 
ternational Telephone. 


COMPETITION CUTS 
RATE 35 PER CENT 


Sesiat Committee Witness 
Argues That Part of Act 
Forbidding Mergers 
Should Be Deleted. —

WASHINGTON, Dec, 10. 
Owen D. Young today renewed his 
plea before the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee for legisla- 
tion that would permit the merg- 
ing of all international radio and 
cable systems, although admitting 
that competition between the ra- 
dio and the cables had resulted in 


a general average reduction of 35» 
per cent in the rates for interna- 
, tional communication. 

It developed that his principal! 
reason for urging the repeal of the 
present law, which prohibits such 
mergers, lies in the fact that the 
Radio Corporation of America, of 
which he is head, has an oppor. 
tunity to sell its communication fa- 
cilities to the International Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co.,' for a 
consideration of approximately 
$100,000,000. . Young agreed that 
the actual value of these facilities 
under present conditions is about 
$40,000,000. 

The main aspects of the deal 
have been agreed on but its con- 
summation is prevented by Section 
17 of the present Federal Radio 
Act, which prohibits the merging

Hurley Takes Oath of Office. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—In a 
room in which an American flag 
hung draped with mourging for 
his predecessor, Patrick J. Hurley 
of Oklahoma was sworn as Secre-. 
tary of War yesterday. The oath 
was administered today by Justice 
Harian F. Stone, of the Supreme

Young ad- 
mitted that the actual cost of the 
property was $25,000,000, although 
he placed its “investment value” 
at $40,000,000. 

Asked by Senator Dill (Dem.) of 
Washington, to name the valuation 
on which the International should 
be permitted to base its radio rates, 
assuming that the deal is carried 
out, Young replied that it should 
be $40,000,000. Chairman Couzens 
inguired in undisguised incredu- 
lity if the IL. T. & T. was willing to 
give stock worth $100,000,000 for 
a property which it expected to be 
valued at only $40,000,000 for rate- 
making purposes and Young re- 
plied in the affirmative. 

At present, he said, the Radio 
Corporation is doing from 20 to 
25 per cent of the communication 
business with South America, 30 
per cent of the Trans-Atlantic 
business and 50 per cent of the 
Trans-Pacific business, A _ series 
of questions by Senator Dill elic- 
ited the fact that in every instance 
where radio communication has 
been inaugurated in competition 
with cable service, the rates have 
been sharply reduced. 

He insisted, however, that Gov- 
ernment regulation, instead of 
competition, was the most satis- 
factory means of insuring reason- 
able rates. Couzens asked what 
method of valuation he advocated 
in finding a basis for rates, and he 
replied that he thought the theory 
of “actual investment” to be fairer 
than any other. He acknowledged, 
however, that the courts have up- 
held the theory of reproduction

Asked how the Radio Corpora- 
tion had arrived at $40,000,000 as 
the vaiue of ifs communications 
facilities, Young at first replied 
bluntly: “It was arrived at when I 
fixed it.”

Leach's sister came forward yes- 
terday to ask that he be sent to 
an asylum if it is shown he had 
nothing to do with Miss Gummer- 
sheimer’s death. 

At least one of the men who was 
writing devoted letters to the lan- 
guage teacher was far from Rock- 
ford. This was Glen Wiseman, 32 
years old, part owner of a citrus 
canning factory at Tarpon Springs, 
Fla., whom she met in Porto Rico 
in 1918 and who yesterday said over 
the tong distance telephone to in- 
vestigators here that he and Miss 
Gummersheimer were engaged. 
Their marriage, he said, was 
scheduled for April. -He expressed 
astonishment on learning of recent 
letters from other men among the\ 
teacher’s effects and said she 
planned to visit him in Florida 
during the Christmas holidays.

H. C. Lakin Tells Commit- 
tee Contacts Were Made 
With Congressmen Tim- 
berlake, Hull and Frese.

WASHINGTON Dec. 10.—Edwin 
P. Shattuck, former counsel for 


the Federal Sugar Equalization 
Board, was employed as attorney 
for the Cuba Co.. to gight an 
increase in the sugar tariff, chiefly 
because of his reputed intimate re- 
lations with President Hoover and 
Senator Smoot, letters and reports 
read before the Caraway Lobby In- 
yestigating Committee disclosed to- 


president of the 
Cuba 'Co., identified the doc- 
uments and had a hard time ex- 
plaining what work Shattuck had 
done during the last year to earn 
the $50,000 which will be paid him. 

Shattuck’s employment was de- 
scribed by Lakin in a letter to F. 
iB. Adams -f the Cuban-Dominion 
Sugar Co., who was also interested 
in a low tariff on sugar. Lakin 
stated that Shattuck would be the 
“laboring oar’’ in the sugar propa- 
ganda efforts. After stating that 
Shattuck had been hired because 
of his former connections with 
President Hoover, Lakin told Ad- 
ams that he could not make a re- 
port on paper “because of Shat- 
tuck’s intimate relations with the 
matter.” The letter, written in 
February, said that Shattuck had 
seen Mr. Hoover within the last 10 
days. ® 

Hired Because of Close Contacts, 

Shattuck was employed by the 
Cuba Co., Lakin said, upon the 
recommendation of George A. Za- 
briski, former president of the 
Sugar Equalization Board, that 
Shattuck had close contacts with 
the President and Senator Smoot. 

Chairman Caraway and Senator 
Robingon of Indiana, a high tariff 
Republican, gave Lakin a hard 
half hour by severe questions re- 
garding Shattuck’s employment. 

“You hired Mr. Shattuck for his 
acquaintances and not for his abil- 
ity as a lawyer?” Robinson de- 
manded. “We hired him on Mr. 
Zabriski’s recommendation.” 

“What could he do that any oth- 
er competent lawyer could not 
do?” Robinson continued. “Well, 
he was received by the President,” 
Lakin replied. “The President 
would not do that for an ordinary 
man. I couldn’t be received by the 
President to explain our position on 
the sugar schedule.” 

“Did you ever try?” “No, but I 
assumed that the President would 
not have time to make such ap- 
pointments.” 

“Much He Could Not Write.” 

In several of the letters and re- 
ports Lakin made to contributors 
to the fund for low sugar tariff 
propaganda, he emphasized that 
there was much that he could not 
write. The committee was able to 
get little light on what Lakin 
wanted to report on orally. 

The nearest approach to an ex- 
planation was that Lakin and Shat- 
tuck considered all their negotia- 
tions with the President as confi- 
dential. Lakin’s reluctance to give 
definite answers brought several 
rebukes from Caraway. When La- 
kin appeared as a witness several 
weeks ago. Caraway complimented 
him for his frankness. Today, 
however, Caraway t6ld the witness 
that he was dodging and evading. 

Lakin was recalled today after 
the committee learned that he had 
recently visited Cuba with Shat- 
tuck, Col. John H. Carroll, also 
employed by the Cuban Co., and 
Hicklin Yates, a former investiga- 
tor for the Lobby Committee. 

Lakin insisted that the visit had 
been entirely for the purpose of 
investigating the claim of Joseph 
BE, Barlow, an American, against 
the Cuban Government involving 
several million dollars. 

Caraway was especially interest- 
ed in the fact that Yates recently 
had been employed by Carroll. 

“I am curious to know,” said 
Caraway, “why Mr. Yates left the 
committee without notice and, en- 
tered the employment of Col. Car- 
roll. What service is expected 
from him?” “I did not know. he 
was employed until told by Col. 
Carroll, who pays him. He is 
looking up the title of the prop- 
erty Barlow cialms he owns in 
Cuba.” 

For many years Yates was pri- 
vate secretary to former Senator 
James A. Reed of Missouri. After 
Reed retired from public life, Yates 
opened a law office in Washington. 
He may be called by the commit- 
tee to tell why he went with Car- 
roll, after serving the committee 
as Baad investigator.

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-|Thomas Halpin, 65 Years 
A Druggist, Dies at 86 


Saw Lot He Bought for 
$7000 in Wilderness at 
Grand and Olive in 1883 
Grow in Value to $500,- 
000. 


Thomas Halpin, veteran drug- 
gist who bought a $7000 lot in 
1883 “on the edge of the wilder- 
ness” —— Grand and Olive—and 
worked 16 hours every day while 
its value grew to more than $500,- 
000, died of a gall bladder com- 
plication today at St. John’s .Hos- 
pital, ; 

For 65 years he worked seven 
days a week at his profession in 
St. Louis. For 37 years of that 
time he was proprietor of Halpin's 
Drug Store, at the southwest cor- 
ner of Grand boulevard and Olive 
street. Many times after his 
finances were assured he attempt- 


ed to quit work, but each time 
found himself impelled to return. 
In 1920 he announced that he 
was tired of the 16-hour day. He 
leased out the store for $12,000 a 
year, ‘and other buildings on the 
50x155-foot strip, at rentals to in- 
dicate a valuation of more than 
$600,000, 
Wealthy but Works for $12 a Week 
This was his first retirement. 
But he longed for the old faces, for 
the familiar labels behind the pre- 
scription counter. In a while he 
was back at work as a clerk in a 
new chain store at $12 a week. He 
remained. there despite annual res- 
olutions to work no ‘more, until 
1923, when he resigned with the 
explanation that he was “ashamed 
to take the money.” 
“While I got down to the store 
in the morning as early as I could, 
they wanted me to take hours off 
in the afternoon,” he explained then 
to the Post-Dispatch. It was re- 
lated that whenever medicine was 
left undelivered at the end of the 
day, the 81-year-old cashier, cigar 
clerk and pharmacist would put on 
his black overcoat and hat and 
board a street car to deliver ‘t. 
“Of urse I did,” Halpin said. 
“There was no quitting time for )e. 
A man ought to be on the job every 
minute of the day, keep his mouth 
shut and his eyes.on the till. Then 
if he’ll keep his hands off other 
people’s business, be friendly but 
not too friendly, and see that his 
prescriptions are filled accurately 
and sent out right away he'll make 
a success.” 
In 1859 Halpin came to St. Louis 
from Tipperary. He used to ex- 
plain that when he lived in Ire- 
land he was too young to fight and 
had to take the old alternative — 
work. Hence it was not long after 
he arrived penniless in St. Louis 
that he was at work in a drug- 
‘store in partnership with a man 
named Gallagher. 
“A drug store was a drug store in 
those days,”’ he recalled. ‘“‘Now it 
is only a small department store.”

ing store at Broadway and O'Fal- 
lon street. When McBride opened 
another store at Tenth and O'Fal- 
lon, Halpin opened it daily at 6:30 
a. m. and closed at 11 p. m. Some- 
how he found time to obtain a de- 
gree at St. Louis Medical College. 

His partner died, and Halpin 
married McBride’s widow. Three 
children by her first marriage sur- 
vive. In partnership with one of 
the sons, Redmond W. McBride, he 
purchased the site ‘“‘on the edge. of 
the wilderness.” 


“Other druggists laughed at us,” 
he has related. “Up Olive street 
lived a woman who owned a cab- 
bage patch. I used to tie my cow 
to a fence where Thompson’s res- 
taurant is now. One day the cow 
got loose, and ate 500 young cab- 
bage plants, The owner sued and 
I had to pay her $5. 

“Every week we paid our bills 
and every dime we divided, a nickel 
for McBride and a nickel for me. 
From the first our customers were 
good pay. We lost nothing from 
bad debts and made money every 
year.” 

Even his final and effective re- 
tirement from business in 1923, 
long after men who tried to work 
12 hours a day while he worked 
16 had grown fich and quit or had 
died, left him anything but idle. 
He read extensively. He walked 
daily from his home, 327 North 
Grand boulevard, out Lindell boule- 
vard to Washington University and 
back. 

Faneral at St. Xaviers., 


When his health began to fail 
four years ago, he curtailed the 
walk to.a stroll in Forest Park, 
going and returning by street car. 
Although he was seriously ill for 
the last six months, he kept up his 
reading until two weeks ago. 

Dr. Halpin was 86 years old. The 
surviving stepchildren are R. W. 
and Joseph A. McBride and Mrs. 
Joseph Hackman..,

In another letter to Shattuck, 
Lakin said that he understood that 
Congressman Cordell Hull (Dem.), 
Tennessee, would retire March 4, 
1929, and asked “do you think he 
could help us?” 

Hull probably is the best in- 
formed man in the House on the 
tariff. He has been a iow tariff 
spokesman in Congress and as a 
member of the House Ways and 
Means Committee has become a 
powerful member of the Democrat- 
ic party, 

“You had an able lawyer in Mr. 
Shattuck,” Walsh said. “Did you 
want to give Mr. Shattuck further 
legal ald? Isn't it a fact that you 
wanted to employ Mr. Hull be- 
cause of the influence he could ex- 
ercise on Congress?" 

“Yes, he would be received where 
[ would not.” 

Hull, however, has not retired 
from Congress. 

Senator Robinson ‘asked Lakin 
why he had written so many 
confidential letters, and was  s0 
careful not to make reports in 
writing. Lakin’s explanation was 
that there was much opposition to 
him and Shattuck in Cuba. He 
admitted, however, that he had re 
ceived only $5000 from Cuban sug- 
ar producers. 

’ Asked about the employment of 
Yates, Lakin said he and Yates had 
worked for a week on the Barlow

lovin insisted that Carroll had 


many friends among newspaper 
men and secured publicity for the 
Cuban side of the Barlow claim. 
Lakin also pointed out that Sen- 
ator George Moses, (Rep.) New 
Hampshire, had telephoned Carroll 
about sentiment in the Senate 
about Cuba, y 
“Senator Moses,” said Lakin, 
“would not have taken the trouble 
to call me up on such a matter.” 
“You said that one reason for 
hiring Mr. Shattuck was because he 
was a close friend of President 
Hoover,” Robinson said. “What 
could he honorably do that any 
other competent man couldn't do?” 
“Well, I was sure that the Pres- 
ident would believe a friend and 
pay more attention to him.” 

“Do you think Shattuck could 
persuade the President to do some- 
thing that was not right?” “Oh, 
no.”’ 


In a report to the Cuban sugar 
mill owner, Lakin stated that Shat- 
tuck would establish a “variety of 
contacts with members of Con- 
gress.” 

Replying to a question by Chafr- 
man Caraway, Lakin said that con- 
tacts were, made with Congress- 
men Timberlake of Colorado, Hull 
of Tennessee and Frear of Wiscon- 
sin. 

Timberlake, Lakin said, had a 
personal interest in the sugar 
schedule, and should not have been 
allowed to head the House sub- 
committee writing the sugar rates. 
Frear, he said, had made speeches 
in behalf of the Cuban interests. 

Julius H. Barnes Summoned, 

Julius H. Barnes, president of 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, Was summoned today by 
the committee to appear Friday 
for questioning regarding his ac- 
tivities in connection with the Fed- 
eral Farm Board. 

Chairman Caraway also an- 
nounced that he planned to sum- 
mon Enoch Crowder, former Am- 
bassador to Cuba, for questioning 
in regard to his activities for a 
low tariff on Cuban sugar. 

Caraway said Barnes had been 
summoned for questioning in re- 
gard to raports that he had at- 
tempted to bring pressure to bear 
on the Farm Board against the 
Plah to establish grain marketing 
corporations. 

“If there is any truth in the 
reports,” Caraway said, “it ought to 
be exposed and if the reports are 
not true that’ ought to be cleared 
up.” 

Caraway added that the grain 
Market is “shot to pleces with 
prices running up and down” and 
that anything that might influence 
the market adversely should’ be 


cleared up.

EMBEZZLEMENT 


Pressmen’s Funds in 1927 
and 1928. 


Testimony that the executive 
committee of the St. Louis Web 
Pressmen’s Union spent money for 
“secret purpeses,” without inform- 
ing the other members of the 
union or the international organ- 
ization, was given today in the 
trial of Hugh J. Gordon, former 
president, secretary, treasurer and 
business agent of the local, charged 
with embezzling $13,000 during 


1927 and 1928, 

W. E. Thuli, former recording 
secretary of the local union, gave 
the testimony under cross-exam- 
ination by Gordon’s lawyer, 
George McDonald, who in outlining 
the defense had told the jury he 
would show that Gordon spent the 
union’s money for union purposes. 

“Isn’t it true that Gorden had 
unlimited expense money when he 
went away on trips to confer with 
organizations in other cities on 
new wage scales and when there 
were strikes to be séttled?”. McDon- 
ald asked. 

Kept Record of Expenses. 
“Yes,"’ Thuli replied, “but what- 
ever he spent he accounted for to 
the executive committee. I think 
he kept a record of it.” 

“What accounting would he 
make of this money?” 

“He would return and say, ‘1 
spent so much for the trip.’ "’ 
“How much would that be?” 
“Sometimes it would be $300. 
sometimes $400 or $500.” 

“You didn’t question him about 
these expenditures,” 

“No, we trusted him.” 

“You trusted him because you 
knew what business he was on?” 
“Yes. If he went out on union 
business we didn’t question: him; 
we trusted him implicitly.” 

“You knew when he was spend- 
ing money on secret purposes that 
he was working for the best inter- 
ests of the union?” 

“That’s what we thought.” 

“You didnt report these expen- 
ditures to the international body, 
did you?” : 
“No, and lots of times we didn't 
report it to the union.” 

“Covered Up for Gordon.” 

Thuli testified that he, Thomas 
K. Flynn and George H. Bauer 
made up a committee which in 
July, 1928, at a convention of the 
international union at Nashville, 
filed a report which showed that 
Gordon’s books were in satisfactory 
condition.’ He testified in response 
to McDenald’s questions that he 
knew Gordon was short at. that 
time and that the committee made 
the report “to cover up for Gor- 
don.” 
On several occasions, Thuli said, 
he had drawn vouchers payable to 
himself for unearned overtime in 
order that Gordon might “cover 
up a shortage” and prepare for an 
udit. Gordon made no explana- 
tion when asking for the vouchers, 
he said, except to tell him that 
there was a shortage. 

Attorney McDonald asked Thull 
if it was not true that in 1922 he 
was short about $800 while in 
charge of a Christmas fund at the 
Globe-Democrat’s plant. “It was 
only a couple of hundred dollars,” 
Thuli replied. “I borrowed that 
money from two ‘other men and 
paid it back.” 


Afternoon Testimony. 


Most of the afternoon session 
was taken up with the testimony 
of A. J. Benner, a certified public 
accountant, who examined Gor- 
don’s books at the order of inter- 
national officers. He explained his 
method of arriving at a shortage 
Of $13,232.08 in the books.

John C. Flinn, vice president of 
the Pathe company, was seated in 
his office on the second floor with 
his secretary, Frances Walsh, when 
he heard the cry of fire. Opening 
the door he saw carpenters, scene 
shifters, cameramen, musicians, ac- 
tors and actresses rushing toward 
the exits as the studio filled with 
flame and smoke. 

He said he closed the door and 
escorted Miss Walsh to @ balcony 
on the Park avenue side where 
they remained until the arrival of 
the firemen, who took them down 
a ladder. 

Flinn said that the picture being 
filmed was the “Black and White 
Review.” He said this was the 
second day of filming and that 
everything was in readiness for the 
cast to begin work when there was 
a burst of flame from the black 
velvet drop. He said there was no 
explosion. 

Flinn said that his cgmpany did 
not develop films in the studio, 
that they had only a film loading 
room. 

Caster Identifies Victims. 

The bodies of those who lost 
their lives were found, according to 
the firemen, at an exit on the 
One Hundred and Thirty-Fourth 
street side of the-studio. When 
the bodies were carried to the 
street, several of them badly 
burned, the casting director was 
called on to make such identifica- 
tions as he could. He identified 
four. 

One of the bodies was that of a 
female impersonator. His body 
was ilttle burned and he apparent- 
ly had died of suffocation. The 
flowing dresses and vividly colored 
cheeks and lips made an incon- 
gruous picture as firemen carried 
the body to a waiting ambulance. 


An hour and a half after the fire 
started it was brought under con- 
trol and an incomplete search of 
the ruins showed no more bodies, 
leading to the belief that all ex- 
cept nine had escaped. 


Harry Ford of the Bronx, master 
electrician of the studio, denied to 
Assistant Fire Marshal Sam Willis 
that the fire was caused by an 
electrical flash. 


He explained that the curtain 
was seen to flare as it was lowered 
but that no current, beyond that 
of the regular lighting, was on at 
the time and the cameras were not 
yet working.

John W. Mueller, special prose- 
cutor retained by the union, told 
the jury that testimony would show 
that Gordon failea to pay death 
benefits to relatives of members 
of the union, although other mem- 
bers of the organization were as- 
sessed $3 each for. that purpose. 
Thuli, however, was unable to def- 
initely specify such a case. 


Gordon, who headed the press- 
men’s union 10 years, received $66 
a week. He is married and has a 
grown daughter.

Of Slain Teacher Found 


Continued from Page One. 


Knight and his staff were able to 
piece together, for the first time, 
a chronological story of much of 
what happened between 7 o’clock 
last Saturday night, when two 
school teacher friends called on 
Miss Gummersheimer, and 7:30 p. 
m. Sunday, when the ray of a flash- 
light through the rear window of 
the teacher’s apartment disclosed 
to them her body. 

Miss Burr and Miss Helen Bar- 
lass, the latter a mathematics 
teacher in the Rockford high 
school, visited Miss Gummersheim- 
er Saturday night. They arrived 
about 7 o'clock and left about 9 
o’clock. 

Miss Gummersheimer had told 
the two women that she was going 
to wash some silk lingerie before 
she went to bed. The east window 
of Miss Gummersheimer’s apart- 
ment gives on the west window of 
the apartment occupied by Miss 
Alice Walker, teacher of histary 
and government in the Rockford 
public schools. Miss Walker and 
her mother, as late as 10:30 o’clock 
Saturday night, saw Miss Gummer- 
sheimer laundering lingerie and 


ment to dry. They noted also that 
the light went out in her apart- 
ment about 11 o'clock. 


Door Found Unlocked. 
Sometime after 11 o’clock, prob- 
ably between 2 and 3 a m., some 
one gained entry to Miss Gummer- 
sheimer’s apartment. The south 
window of the teacher’s room, gave 
on a third floor rear porch which 
runs the entire length of the rear 
of the apartment. Each floor has 
such a porch, the porches being 
connected by stairways. More than 
three weeks ago, perhaps because 
of the thickness of the air, Miss 
Gum mersheimer removed the 
screen from this rear window. The 
open window, early Sunday morn- 
ing, made it possible for a person 
on the third floor porch to step in- 
side the room and stand at the foot 
of the teacher’s bed. 

It is established .now that the 
door to Miss Gummersheimer’s 
apartment was not locked when 
the body was found. It is possible 
that the murderer may have slip- 
ped the catch and deliberately left 
the door unlocked. Police think, 
however, that the door was un- 
locked at the time the murderer 
gained entry. 


Miss Gummersheimer, Coroner 
Walter Julian thinks, was lying on 
the bed when the murderer took 
his stand at the bed’s foot. The 
teacher lay with her head at the 
foot of the bed. probably to get 
fresh air from the open window. 
Coroner Julian does not think that 
she moved after the first blow with 
the gas pipe was struck. There 
were in all four blows, the examf{n- 
ation of physicians showed, all 
striking the head. 

Not Criminally Attacked. 

On the right side of Miss Gum- 
mersheimer’s pink silk night gown 
was found the mark of a soiled 
hand, not plain enough for finger 
prints. The murderer apparently 
rested his hand there as leverage 
when he climbed across the bed. 
The marks of two soiled knees 
were also on the bedspread. Coro- 
ner Julian said the marks were ap- 
parently made by a person wearing 
dirt-grimed trousers. He denied 
they were shoe marks, as first re- 
ported. 


Miss Gummersheimer was not 
criminally attacked. The murderer 
apparently climbed across the bed 
and entered a small] built-in com- 
partment for clothes that ran along 
the west wall of the apartment. and 
south of the door. In his path, as 
he moved, he found the trailing ends

hanging it up in the small apart-' 


Gummersheimer came from the 
rear of a plumbing shop on the 
first floor of a building just to the 
east of the apartment house. If 
anyone had wished to watch Miss 
Gummersheimer'’s east window 
from the ground, an advantageous 
point would have been the spot di- 
rectly in the back of the plumbing 
shop. And if the watcher shifted 
his feet restlesslty the toe of his 
shoe would have encountered a 
piece of iron pipe, for dozens of 
pieces of gas pipe lay there. 

Money and Rings Untouched. 

After the intruder murdered Miss 
Gummersheimer, he had but to 
reach to a nearby bureau to place 
hands on her two diamond rings 
and on her purse, which contained 
money, but the purse and rings 
were untouched. Nothing in the 
apartment was disturbed save the 
dresses in the compartment. 

The first clew in the case led to 
the eccentric dentist, Leach, who 
Was seen in the alley behind the 
apartment house around 3 a. m. 
with a flashlight. Leach has two 
children and an invalid wife who 
live in Los Angeles. He deserted 
them about two years ago shortly 
before coming to Rockford. He 
was to have an extradition hearing 
in January to determine whether 
he should be returned to California 
to answer charges of non-support. 

Leach has been known.in Rock- 
ford, since his arrival, as an ec- 
centric who would discourse by 
the hour of plots against him on 
the part of his family in California, 
on the part of other dentists, on 
the part of the Rockford police. 
He is known also as a dipsomaniac. 
From time to time he would boast 
of his clientele among movie stara 
when he was a dentist in Holly- 
wood. He would invite persons to 
go for a ride in his automobile and 
then would point to a pair of rust- 
ed tin cans nailed to the dash- 
board, calling them proudly his 
“ash trays.” ; 

In turning from the possibility 
that Leach committed the murder, 
Knight gave his attention to the 
love letters on the possibility that 
a jealous suitor may have com- 
mitted the crime.

TO. LAY NATURAL GAS PIPES 


Director of Public Welfare Wants 
More Time to Consider; Ques- 
tion to Come Up Again Friday. 
Action was deferred until Friday 
by the Board of Public Service to- 
day on the recommendation of 
Director of Streets and Sewers 
Brooks to grant a permit to the 
Missouri Industrial Gas Co. to lay 
pipes in the central and northern 
parts of the city for distribution 
of natural gas brought here by the 
Mississippi River Fuel Co. 
Director of Public Welfare Salis- 
bury wants to consider the ques- 
tion more thoroughly and to re- 
ceive a written opinion about 
authority to grant the permit from 
City Counselor Muench. 

Upon inquiry by President Kin- 
sey, Brooks said he asked Muench 
for an oral opinion and Muench 
said the board had authority under 
the charter to issue the permit. A 
clause in it would make it “sub- 
ject to revocation at any time by 
the Board of Public Service, if, in 
the opinion of the board, public in- 
terest demands its revocation.”

TWO EX-GOVERNORS 
TESTIFY FOR HIM 


One of Former Arkansas 
Executives Was Defen- 


dant’s Teacher—Supreme 
Judge Also’ Aids. 


Ed Mays, president of the Grand 
Nationa] Bank, testified in his own 
defense this afternoon in his trial. 
before Federal Judge Faris, on 
charges of misapplication of the 
bank’s funds and falsification of 
records, 

He began by telling of his for- 
mer business career aS a lumber 
dealer and barrel manufacturer in 
Arkansas, then of his banking in- 
terests here. He said he was in- 
strumental in merging the Missouri 
National Bank andthe Grand State 
Bank, in 1922, into the Grand Na- 
tional, in which he held the con- 
trolling interest. 

Before Mays took the stand, two 
former Governors of Arkansas, and 
a justice of the present Supreme 
Court of that State, were heard as 
character witnesses for him. 

Former Gov. George W. 
Donaghey testified briefly to Mays’ 
good reputation in Arkansas, where 
he formerly lived, but a more de- 
tailed statement was made by for- 
mer Gov. Charles H. Brough, who 
taught Mays the subjects of poli- 
tical economy and banking, when 
Brough was a professor and Mays 
a student in the State University 
at Fayetteville. 

Headed Liberty Loan Group. 

Brough said that Mays’ reputa- 
ition was such that, althoughg the 
(iovernor was a Democrat and 
Mays a Republican, he appointed 
him chairman of a county Liberty 
{oan committee which, Brough 
said, sold $385,000 bonds, or $50,- 
000 over its quota—‘“and every 
cent was rigidly accounted for.”

theless, was intended to prevent 
double taxation on certain prop- 
erty of the bank, and which did 
save the bank $2000 in this man- 
ner. This was done by listing deeds 
of trust on a garage property which 
the bank was in course of acquir- 
ing as real estate, and thus hav- 
ing it deducted from the taxable 
capital stock of the bank. 

Assistant District Attorney How- 
ard Williams, terming the case 
“both simple and complicated,” 
said that the element of Mays’ in- 
tention was of importance. 

Transfer of $12,988. 

It is charged that Mays, having 
received authority from the bank’s 
directors to issue a check for $78,- 
230 for purchase of the first deed 
of trust on a Webster Groves ga- 
rage, paid out $65,242 for that pur- 
pose, and deposited the rest, $12,- 
988, to his personal account, then 
transferred the account again to the 
account of the Mays Manufactur- 
ing Co., and thus in a short time 
checked it out. Mays’ explanation 
was that the $12,988 was for repairs 
on the garage, but witnesses have 
quoted him as saying that the re- 
pairs were not made. 

Testimony yesterday showed the 
progress of $12,000 through Mays’ 
two accounts, between May 31, 
1927, and Aug. 1 of the same year. 
On the latter date, both Mays’ per- 
sonal account and that in the name 
of the Mays Manufacturing Co. 
were overdrawn. Stuart Mann, na- 
tional bank examiner, who discov- 
ered the irregularity, réquired the 
money to be restored to the bank, 
and it was paid on Sept. 13, so that, 
as the Government contended, the 
bank was for 3% months in danger 
of losing the money.

While the ap, aratus was being 
made ready for devéloping these 
rolls and the film taken in map- 
ping the Bay of Whales, the rough 
prints of the photographs made on 
the polar flight were being ex- 
amined with interest by Command- 
er Byrd and other members of the 
expedition, They are fascinating. 
They trace the flight through the 
mountains, up the deep gorge of 
the glacier where the walis at 
times seem only a few feet away 
from the plane. Théy show the 
rising surface of the barrier, be- 
neath, coming closer and closer, 
which necessitated throwing over. 
board food to lighten the plane, 
and then the final hump over 
which the plane staggered to the 
long slope of the plateau. 

Magnificent Scenery. 

The scenery magnificent. 
Above the plane rise great peaks, 
cloaked with snow except where 
their black precipitous sides are 
too steep to hold it; fivers of ice 
pour down between them. This is 
a jumbled mass of mountains as 
impressive as any in the world. 
The photographs, taken at inter- 
vals so that they overlapped, show 
the mountains stretched to the east 
and gradually curving south. 
When the plane reached the in- 
terior of the polar plateau, even 
the mightiest of them disappeared 
below the horizon and there was 
only a limitless plain beneath, 
without landmarks or guides ex- 
cept the sun and the magnetic com- 
pass. 

On the way south the plane 
picked up the range of mountains 
between Amundsen’s trail and 
Scott's and then the new range on 
the interior edge of the plateau 
to the west which had never been 
seen before. Then came the Axel 
Heiberg Glacier with its steep 
sides and broken and  crevassed 
surface, the tops of mountains 
easily recognizable like those of 
the Ruth Rado Mountains and the 
dominant mass of Don Pedro 
Christersen. ' 

7 Scence for the Layman. 

Nothing could so well make 
clear the difficulty of thig flight 
as these photographs. The whole 
trip to the Pole can now  0be 
brought home to anyone when 
these strips are combined with 
the ones from Little America to 
the mountains taken on the base- 
laying flight. And there is such 
astounding mountain scenery 
that everyone has been poring 
over them with exclamations of 
delight. 

They were not developed with- 
out difficulty. The warm weather 
of the last two weeks has made 
the roof of the photographic labo- 
ratory leak like a sieve. It is a 
long tiresome task at the best and 
the developing of the polar pic- 
tures required 18. continuous hours 
of hard work. When the prints 

were taken ,from the tanks and 
placed on the drying reel the water 
began to run from the roof in the 
drying rooms.

AT THE WORLD COURT’S DOOR. . 
The United States has signed the protocol for ad- 
hesion to the World Court at Geneva, and with the 
Senate’s ratification of that act we shall enter into 
full membership which 54 other nations have joined. 
Mr. Hoover announces that he will not present the 
matter to the Senate until after the London naval 
parley. 
It has been a long struggle. President Harding 
first advocated our adherence to this tribunal, with 
a sincerity and eloquent earnestness that left no 
doubt that he considered it a paramount effort. Mr. 
Coolidge, from a sense of duty, carried on; but his 
support was perfunctory. Finally, in 1926, the Sen- 
ate approved our entrance into the court, but with 
a set of reservations, the fifth of which, it was 
generally felt, would be unacceptable. The fifth 
reservation reads:

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FIVE AND TEN CENT CARFARES. 

With still higher experimental fares to go into 
effect Dec. 30, the St. Louis street railway system 
is so much nearer its evident goal. That is, flat 
5 and 10 cent fares, regarded by street railway men, 


as the breaking point above which they dare not go. 


The new schedule increases the present 12-ride 
weekly ticket from 90 cents to $1, and the present 
children’s fare of 3 cents goes to § cents. The effect 
of the increase will be to send still more of the 
company’s customers to the busses and service cars, 
but it will have no such effect upon the 160,000 
persons who buy weekly tickets or the 100,000 chil- 
dren’s fares paid every week. The ticket buyers 
and the children cannot so easily escape to automo 
tive transportation. The street car is to them a 
necessity. Because it is a necessity, they must pay 
the share of those who escape. 

This is not a pretty business, but it is what 
operating the street railways comes to at a time 
when the business is declining and such properties 


are valued under the franchise system at what it) 


would cost to reproduce them. It is an intolerable 
situation, one which plunders the people. The street 
railway company is trying to make 7.14 per cent upon 
$63,500,000. There is some $14,000,000 of water in 
that valuation, not because the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice- Commission wanted to put it in, but because it 
was compelled to do so by decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court. 

There is only one way to escape from such a 
condition—only one way for the people whose pockets 
are being picked. The Post-Dispatch has been trying 
to make plain what the way out is. It is for the city 
to do away with franchises and substitute permits. 
Under a permit, the street railways of St. Louis could | 
be compelled to accept a fair return on their in-|

Ortiz Rubio, new President, is of Indian ancestry; has simple, direct character, 
marked by calm and patience; more a methodical administrator than an initiator 
of policies; his election accomplished with minimum of interference by army: 
to garner fruits of revolutionary epoch; new era will emphasize public works.

EXICO, in its own peculiar way, has 
IY cnosen, as did the United States, an 

engineer for President. Brigadier-Gen- 
erai Pascual Ortiz Rubio also has at least 
one thing in common with Vice President 
Curtis—Indian biood flows in his veins. His 
descent traces back directly to the last of 
the 19 Tarascan monarchs of Michoacan, 
King Tzintzicha, whose son, Don Antonio, 
was educated by the great Spanish Viceroy 
Mendoz, and married off to the cream of 
the Colonial aristocracy. Among Ortiz 
Rubio’s* more immediate ancestors were 
Governors, a Supreme Court magistrate, 
educators, militarists and an archbishop. 

He was born in Morelia (formeriy Valla- 
dolid), capital of Michoacan, on March 10, 
1877, two months before Porfirio Diaz be- 
gan his lomg reign. There he was raised 
and educated, but in 1395 he was thrown 
out of the public preparatory schooi (of 
which his own father was principal) and 
arrested for participating in a manifesta- 
tion against the dictator. Young Pascual 
was obliged to complete his preliminary 
studies in a Catholic seminary. After fin- 
ishing his engineering training in Mexico 
City, he soon became involved in new agi- 
tation in Michoacan, writing. as eariy as 
19305, articles for the anti-government press. 

In 1910, Ortiz Rubio threw in his lot with 
Francisco Madero. During the troubled 
years that followed, he supported, not the 
extremists, but the sounder revolutionary 
leaders—first Carranza, after the assassin4- 
tion of Madero, then Obregon, and finally 
Calles, by whom he was made Ambassador 
te Brazil. Provisional President Portes Gil 
named him head of the Department of the 
Interior. He was on his way fo take over 
this post when he was persuaded, instead, 
to run for President. 

Ortiz Rubio’s character is simple and 
direct. He has much of the caim and 
patience and methodicalinhess of his Taras- 
can ancestry. The election of Ortiz Rubio 
represents a further shift of political con- 
trol (begun when Portes Gil was chosen) 
from Sonora in the North to the South and 
center of the Repubiic. An  inevitabie 
shift, for the South and center are the real 
Mexico, not the warlike North, the control 
by which was long due to proximity te the 
United States and an arms supply.

CROSSINGS SENT TO MAYOR | 


Property Owners Ask to Eliminate | 
‘ Danger in West End at Four 
Intersections. 


A petition signed by about 100 
Property owners residing along the 
Wabash Railway in the West End, 
asking for abolition of the grade 
crossings at De Baliviere avenue. 
Waterman avenue, Kingsbury 
boulevard and Union boulevard 
and Lindell drive, has been sent 
to Mayor Miller.

ROM the air Col, Lindbergh 
had spotted the only landing 
space in this rugged region for 
miles about—an awkward one at 
that but good enough for Lind- 
bergh.

It turned out to be 


the canyon used by the ancient 
cliff dwellers in times long past. 
Hand and foot holds, pecked in 
the sheer rock but now almost 
effaced by time, facilitated climb- 
ing. Though this trail was less 
than a half mile from our camp, 
we had never known about it. 
What were the Lindberghs do- 
ing in this remote region of the 
Navajo country? They were look- 
ing for dead villages, they were 
searching out the secrets of the 
dim past—in short, the  Lind- 
berghs had turned archeologists. 
The first question that con- 
fronts the archeologist is where to 
excavate to find the richest store 
of relics. This question Col. and 
Mrs. Lindbergh had set out to 
solve. In the Southwest there 
are hundreds of sites which have 
yielded or will yet yield arche- 
ological material. But maps are 
patchy and lacking in detail; and 
traveling overland in that thinly 
settled and semi-arid region is 
slow and arduous. Therefore, ob- 
servation from the air is invalu- 
able in prospecting for promising 


sites. 
0 often indistinguishable excépt 
at very close range, when its 
hummocky appearance gives 
away its secret, but from the air. 
where the view is wide, it will ap- 
pear to the trained eye in definite 
outline. A cliff dwelling on its 
ledge in the canyon wall, hidden 
from the searcher in the bottom 
of the canyon by its own ledge of 
rock, is visible to the flyer, who 
can look right down into the 
rooms of crumbled masonry. 

Lindbergh said, regarding the 
ancient cliff dwellings in this re- 
gion, “From my ship I can find 
one undiscovered ruin for every 
one that has been located from 
the ground.” 

And the photographs he had 
taken on a previous flight bore 
him out. Some of these were 
views of our own canyon, which 
interested me intensely because I 
was plotting a map of it on which 
to locate as many of the ruins as 
possible. 

“One ruin in particular seems 
interesting,” he said, while we 
were studying the pictures. “This 
open cave, here.” 

In the photograph it looked 
like a cluster of wren houses, 
perched under the very rim of the 
canyon. It was in Canyon de Chel- 
ly, which joins Canyon del Muerto 
four miles below our camp. 

“It must be out of sight from 
the bottom of the canyon,” he 
continued, “and inaccessible from 
there, too. But with a 50-foot 
rope you could probably shinny 
down to it from the rim. I’d give 
a lot to know what’s in it.”

Cave’ is what we'll designate it.” 
And turning to me he added, “On 
that map you’re making don’t 
skimp on the large type.
